I-X>cal 
branches of the v arious organizations, 
from Chicago to the Pacific coast, are 
gathering together 
and ap p ointing 
delegates to attend a big mass-meeting 
of railroad 
men 
in this city nex t 
month, for the p urp ose of adding their 
p rotest to 
that 
of 
their Eastern 
brethren against the Esch-To'wnsend 
bill or any similar legislation calculat­ 
ed to do injury to railroads. 
Six hundred and forty -fiv e Eastern 
div isions and lodges of the fiv e rail­ 
way labor organizations hav e already 
taken action against this p rop osed 
legislation by congress, and accord­ 
ing to the statements of members of 
the general committee ap p ointed here 
to take charge of the coming mass- 
meeting the agitation in the West wdll 
a.ssume ev en greater p rop ortions. The 
committee, of which C. B Mahoney 
is chairman, will meet here on the 
10th of December 
to comp lete the 
work of organization. 
The 
p reliminary 
meeting, 
from 
which the call to the W estern brandi­ 
es was issued, was held at the Briggs 
house and was attended by representa- 


tiv es of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, the Order of Railway Con­ 
ductors, the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tiv e Engineers, the Brotherhood of Lo­ 
comotiv e Firemen and the Switcb- 
men’s union. 
A number of p rominent Western of­ 
ficials of these great railway labor 
bodies hav e already declared them­ 
selv es in v ery p ositiv e terms with re­ 
gard to the p rop osition of gov ernment 
rate making, and all who hav e been 
heard state that the sentiment against 
it throughout the rank and file Is uni­ 
v ersal. F. E. Lucas, chairman of the 
general griev ance committee of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen of 
the nijnois Central sy stem, declared 
today that the Esch-Townsend bin* 
and all similar 
measures, were un- 
American, and went on to say : 
“We condemn unsp aringly the p rop ­ 
osition to establish in this gov ern­ 
ment a bureaucracy , or any thing that 
resembles it. 
We 
take 
issue with 
those who recommend the p assage of 
this legislation, and, in doing so, we 
believ e we stand in defense of our 
rights against the theory which has 
been condemned by p ractice in ev ery 
country in the world where it has 
been tried. 
We believ e that the ex ­ 
isting laws, which stand between the 
p eop le on the one hand and the rail­ 
roads on the other, are adequate to 
correct all p resent ev ils, and we are 
p rep ared to giv e the hearty sup p ort 
of all our organizations to their en­ 
forcement. 
It is time the p eop le un­ 
derstood the immense stake that men 
who labor for our great railroad lors- 
tems hav e in the p rogress of their 
country and the p rosp erity of their 
emp loy ers. 
Ev ery ex isting condition 
demands that we sp eak out at thla 
time against all confiscatory legisla­ 
tion.”

SNOWSHED FIRES 


How They Fight Them In the 
Golden State. 


THE EXPERIENCE EXCITING. 


Fire Trains and Well Equipped De 
partments MainUined for 
the Purpose. 


The long line of snowsheds between 
Sa cra mento a nd Spa rks, Nev., is pe­ 
culia rly lia ble to destruction by fire, 
sa ys the Sa n Fra ncisco 
Ca ll. 
The 
pa ssing locomotives emit spa rks which 
lodge in the timbers, tha t a re a s dr> 
a s cra cklings, a nd this is a frequent 


source of 
disa strous 
tires. 
Besides 
this, forest fires a nd burning brush 
often Ignite the sheds. The pine lum­ 
ber of which the sheds a re built is fa t 
with pitch a n|i thoroughly dried by the 
combined hea t of the pa ssing locomo­ 
tives inside a nd the ra ys of the sum­ 
mer sun without. 
This ma kos excel­ 
lent fuel for the lla mes. 
And when 
they a re once sta rted they sprea d with 
lightning like ra pidity a long the line 
line of sheds, a t if they were a tra in 
of powder. 
This long line of sheds 
a s a huge chimney with a pow« *r 
ful dra ught, a nd not much time is re­ 
quired for a sma ll bla ze to develop in­ 
to a fire of ugly proportions. 
The protection of the sheds from the 
ra va ges of fire is a ma tter of prime 
importa nce. 
The orga niza tion of the 
fire biga de must be a nd is a s highly 
efficient a nd a s thoroughly tra ined a s 
a ny compa ny in a metropolita n fire 
depa rtment. 
The system which se­ 
cures this protection consists of two 
pa rts; 
first, the pa trol, a nd, second, 
the fire tra ins a nd their crew's. 
The fire pa trol keeps the closest 
wa tch for a ny outbrea k of fire through 
the tra ck w’a lkers a nd the lookouts. 
The tra ck wa lkers a re men consta ntly 
pa troling the tra ck before a nd a fter 
tra ins pa ss turough the sheds to in­ 
spect the condition of the tra ck a nd 
to see tha t obstructions a re removed 
to prevent a ccidents. 
Their bea t is 
usua lly three miles in length. One of 
their most importa nt duties is the de 
tection of fire in the sheds. 
At snort 
interva ls a long the line, a bout tnree- 
fourths of a mile a pa rt, there a re sig­ 
na l boxes, connects d with the sta tions 
where the fire 
tra ins 
a re loca ted. 
When a tra ck wa lker discovers a fire 
he turns in the a la rm a t the nea rest 
signa l box, a nd the a la rm is register­ 
ed a t Summit, Blue Ca non a nd True- 
kee. 
The ma in fire lookout is loca ted on 
the top of Red mounta in, a high pea k

Ea ch 
tra in is ma de up of a fire engine, which 
is a locomotive equipped with a pow­ 
erful pump throwing three strea ms 
of wa ter, a tender a nd two wa ter ca rs. 
The tra ins a re a lso equipped with 
telegra ph a nd telephone outfits. 
The 
ca rs ha ve ta nks ca pa ble of holding 
18,500 ga llons of 
wa ter. 
They a re 
fully equipped with fire hose, some of 
it on reels a nd some la id on the top 
if the ca rs, a lso la dders, a xes, sa ws, 
ropes a nd pike poles. Around the top 
of the ca rs on which the crew rides 
runs a stout ra iling to keep the men 
from being pitched off when round­ 
ing curves on the wa y to the fires. 
The regula r crew of the fire tra in 
consists of 
engineer, 
firema n a nd 
bra kema n, who 
devote their whole 
time to the 
fire 
tra in. 
When a n 
a la rm is turned in there a re a dded to 
these a telegra pher, linemen, section 
’men a nd a ll others working for the 
compa ny a round the sta tion who a re 
not a ctua lly needed a t home. 
When the tra in 
ha s 
rea ched the 
scene of the fire then comes the rea l 
work of the run. 
The engineer usua l­ 
ly ta kes cha rge of the sta tion a nd di­ 
rects the forces in the fight with the 
tire. 
The crew work together with 
ra pidity a nd precision. 
The hose is 
deta ched from the ca r a nd a tta ched 
to the pump on the engine, a nd pow’- 
erful strea ms a re soon pla ying on the 
burning sheds. 
The wa ter supply is 
in the ta nks on the ca rs, which a re a 
pa rt of the tra in. 
If the fire Is well 
under wa y a nd ha s a ssumed da ngerous 
proportions a second 
tra in ma y be 
sent from a nother sta tion a nd the tw'o 
crews work from both sides of the 
fire. 
But for ordina ry fires one tra in 
only is sent out. 
Fighting fire in the sheds is some- 
limes a n ugly piece of w’ork, a s the 
hea t becomes intense, owing to the 
highly infla ma hle cha ra cter of the ma ­ 
teria l of which the sheds a re built, 
a nd the s irrounding brush a nd trees 
ea sily ignite a nd a dd to the extent of 
the trouble. 
The blistering hea t fre- 
qmntly ca uses the hea vy steel ra ils 
to wa rp a nd twist, rendering it neces­ 
sa ry to la y new^ tra ck before tra ins 
*ca n pa ss over the burned stretches.

HOGS ARE SKINNED NOW. 


Old Method of Scraping Abandoned 
By Eastern Farrriers. 


In Ya tes county, New York, fa rmers 
ha ve found out tha t it is more profita ­ 
ble to skin their hogs tha n to scra pe 
them. 
This cha nge in method wa s 
brought a bout by a n 
enterprising 
butcher who found a ma rket for hog 
skin. 
He bega n 
to 
skin hogs for 
fa rmers, ta king the skins for pa y, a s 
they a re worth from 50 cents to $1 
a piece. 
It is a pa ying business, a nd 
from the sta ndpoint of the owner of 
the hog it is a good thing, too. 
He 
is not required to ma ke a ny extensive 
prepa ra tions a t butchering time, a s 
before. No sca lding pla tform to build, 
no wa ter to hea t, no extra help to 
employ. 
Now the butcher 
drives into the 
ya rd, kills, skins a nd clea ns the hogs 
a nd ha ngs them up rea dy for ma rket. 
The loss in weight is slight, from five 
to fifteen pounds, a ccording to the size 
of the hog, a nd the butcher will pa y 
ha lf a cent a pound more for pork 
skinned to cut up on the block, a nd 
for home use it is much better. 
This pra ctice of skinning hogs is 
ra pidly 
sprea ding 
over 
ihe entire 
sta te, a nd it is believed by progressive 
fa rmers tha t in a few yea rs it will 
entirely* ta ke 
the 
pla ce of the old 
methods of scra ping.

An a ccrued pension of $9,348 in a 
lump sum, together with pa yments of 
$30 a month, ha s just been a wa rded 
by Pension Commissioner Wa rner to 
a n old soldier of the civil wa r. who is 
a pa tient in the government hospita l 
for the insa ne here, writes a Wa shing­ 
ton correspondent. 
It Is the la rgest 
pension cla im settled by the new com­ 
missioner since he ha s been in office. 
The sum ha s been a ccumula ting for 
ma ny yea rs, the soldier himself, on a c­ 
count of his unba la nced menta l condi­ 
tion, not being a wa re tha t he wa s en­ 
titled to a pension. 
It wa s brought 
to the a ttention of the pension a uthor­ 
ities by the superintendent of the in­ 
sa ne a sylum. 
The pension 
wa s 
a llowed on the 
ground tha t the soldier, who fought 
in the Twenty-first United Sta tes in­ 
fa ntry, 
contra cted 
insa nity in the 
service of the United Sta tes. The un­ 
usua l thing a bout this pension ca se is 
tha t the money a llowed for the cla im 
is simply tra nsferred by one depa rt­ 
ment of the government to a nother. 
The pensioner gets no specia l bene- 
nt out of his new found fortune, a s it 
goes to pa y the expenses for his ma in­ 
tena nce ever since he lost his mind. 
The a dditiona l fund, which is being 
pa id in monthly insta llments, how­ 
ever, will be sufficient to give him a d­ 
ded comfa rts. The unfortuna te ma n’s 
condition is such tha t he will not be 
a ble to rea lize the sudden good for­ 
tune tha t ha s been thrust on him.

Formerly whisk y was 
made in all parts of Oran ge cou n ty , 
an d the cou n ty paid to the gov ern men t 
an an n u al tax of $125 .000 on its pro- 
diiction . more than twice as mu ch as 
an y other district in the Un ion paid 
on the distillin g of spirits from fru it. 
A few y ears ago a n u mber of the 
largest amon g the farmer distillers 
of applejack in Oran ge cou n ty became 
con v erted to 
temperan ce 
du rin g a 
cru sade an d aban don ed their stills, 
refu sin g also to sell their apple crop 
to an y pu rchaser who in ten ded it for 
distillin g. 
Some of the choicest applejack ev er 
made is stored in the cellars of n ot 
a few of these farmers, an d n ow an d 
then comes to light by n ecessity of 
pu blic sales in the settlemen t of es­ 
tates, an d biddin g for it frequ en tly 
ru n s the price of this liqu or as high 
as $15 a gallon . 
Time was when a farmer's hospi­ 
tality was gau ged in Oran ge cou n ty 
by the readin ess with which he pro­ 
du ced a ju g of “apple" an d the alacrity 
with which he replen ished it when its 
con ten ts ran low. 
Bu t for y ears past 
the deman d for applejack has grown 


less an d less, n ot on ly the local de­ 
man d, bu t in the trade gen erally an d 
this y ear It is dou btfu l if there will be 
made in this en tire district—an d the 


decrease will apply to all other dis­ 
tricts in proportion —half as mu ch of 
the liqu or as the old Say re distillery 
was alon e won t to su pply . 
The reason s giv en for the declin e 
in the deman a lor applejack are v ari­ 
ou s. 
On e is that the large an d grow­ 
in g con su mption of beer has su pplan t­ 
ed the taste for stron g liqu or, an d that 
applejack has had to su ffer with the 
rest of its k in d, bu t the fact is that 
tl ere is more ry e dru n k in the apple- 
jfck cou n try today than there ev er 
was apple whisk y . 
An other ex plan ation is that it ^as 
cau sed by the pu ttin g on the mark et 
of apple whisk y when it was n ew an d 
raw. 
In this 
ex plan ation 
there is 
som ethin g of tru th, as there is in the 
fu rther on e. that the pecu liar sn ple 
flav or of the 
mellowed 
l:q*-3i’ was 
easy of imitation by rectifiers, who 
were able to su pply the mark et with 
a cheap an d u n wholesome article. 
Bu t the chief an d all su fficien t rea­ 
son for the passin g of applejack is that 
the in tern ation al rev en u e tax on apple 
whisk y is the same as it is on ry e or 
corn whisk y , an d that to mak e a gal­ 
lon of whisk y ou t of grain costs the 
distiller abou t on e-fou rth what It costs 
to mak e it from apples.
